body. Sixteen children’s Bayer aspirin a 
day was the prescription. 

It wasn’t long until Cyndi became very 
lethargic and listless. She experienced 
headaches and stomach disturbances. At 
times it even became impossible for her 
to dress herself, sit down or stand up, or 
even lie down without help. 

But we knew God was doing a work. 

During this time, we had been praying, 
fasting, and crying before God for healing. 
Many people were praying throughout 
the body of Christ. We KNEW she would 
be healed, but it was hard not to be 
impatient. At times I would call my parents 
very late at night or in the early morning 
hours asking for prayer. 

One evening, the arthritis became so 
severe that Cyndi lost her sight for a short 
time. She could not move at all and 
pleaded with us not to even touch her.

She said He 
was wearing a red robe and she could see 
the crown of thorns on His head.

In September, four months after we 
had first noticed the illness, the pediatri- 
cian examined Cyndi thoroughly. She 
kept looking at the charts. Puzzled, she 
would ask questions, and look at the 
charts again. Finally, she turned and said, 
“I guess she never had arthritis at all!” 

It has been over a year now and Cyndi 
is doing fantastic. She runs, climbs, jumps, 
hops and is as active as ever. “Mom,” she 
asks every so often, “do you remember 
when I had that arthritis? Jesus healed 
me!” 

Praise God! We can believe the im- 
possible.

Most people know very little about 
alcoholism—the nature of the problem, 
its cause, its solution. The following are 
answers to some basic questions about 
alcoholism: 

ADVANCE: What is alcoholism? 

ODE: It is a threefold progressive dis- 
ease affecting the physical, psychologi- 
Cal and spiritual aspects of the human 
makeup, Physically, the body is allergic 
to alcohol. Psychologically, a person is 
compelled to drink. Spiritually, alcohol 
becomes god. 

ADVANCE: Can a Christian be an 


alcoholic? — 


ODE: Yes, lama Christian a am 
an alcoholic (non- practicing)! Anyone, 
regardless of religion or faith, can 
become analcoholic. 

ADVANCE: Does a practicing Chris- 
tian. alcoholic : us

ADVANCE: Is alcoholism a disease or 


asin? 

ODE: It is both. For a Christian alco- 
holic, drinking any alcoholic beverage is 
sin. Anything done in excess is a sin. 
~ ADVANCE; What makes somebody an 
alcoholic? 

ODE: Excessive compulsive drinking. 
The alcoholic does not react to alcohol 


like other people. 


ADVANCE: Have you always known 


_ that you were an alcoholic? 


ODE: No, | did not know. | thought an

my eyes. Skid row is not necessarily 
downtown in a red-light district.

imee Semple McPher- 
son’s Boston revival 
shifted into high gear 
on its second day, Sunday, 
October 11, 1931. Attendance 
soared. The Boston Herald 
headlined concerning Satur- 
day's crowd, “AIMEE DRAWS 


ONLY 5,000." The Post blazoned about 
Sunday’s afternoon and evening at- 
tendances: “20,500 GATHER TO HEAR 
AIMEE.” The same news story assessed, 
“Without Aimee the revival would be 
nothing. She is the dominant, dynamic 
spirit of it all. Before she comes on the 
stage things are listless. But as she 
whirls into the singing and talking the 
entire audience is pepped up” (October 
12, 1931, page 27). 


“Bless the Mayor” 
A highlight of the evening meeting 


came when Sister stood on tiptoe and 
prayed with upraised hands for the 
Lord to “bless the mayor of Boston, 
bless the fire department, bless the 
police department, bless the city coun- 
cil, bless the ministers of Boston, bless 
the churches, and grant that old-time 
revival will come to New England” 
(ibid.). 

The sermon captivated both audi- 
ence and reporters. “The white Bible 
catches the eye and Aimee uses it to 
gesture with as well as to preach from. 
It aids her in attaining dramatic effects. 
By slamming her hand on it she depict- 
ed the sound of the axe falling on John 
the Baptist” (ibid.). “Different from any 
ever held by an evangelist in Boston” 
was the newsman’s appraisal of the 
illustrated sermon in the darkened hall 
with a spotlight playing on Sister stand- 
ing outlined against a cross. 

He quoted her: “They ask me why I 
preach a dramatic sermon. Our God is 
a dramatic God. I can think of nothing 
more dramatic than Elijah on the moun- 
taintop; than rolling back the Red Sea; 
nothing more dramatic than the crucifi- 
xion, the resurrection, His ascension; 
or the tongues of fire on the day of 
Pentecost. I hope a dramatic God 
shakes us up” (ibid.). 

In Monday night's service, Sister 
telegraphed her intentions to minister 
after the service, reporting visits made 
to five Winnipeg dance halls during a 
revival there years before. 

At 10:45 p.m. she went to the Co- 
conut Grove where she ordered food 
for 15 reporters accompanying her 
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ing act. Later she ~~ ~~ 
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visited the Seaglades. ~~ 
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Whoopees & Dill Pickles 

Elliot Norton reported in the next 
edition of the Post 

“It was holiday (Columbus Day) 
nightin the whoopee belt. And into the 
middle of the picture walked the queen 
of evangelists. The whoopee makers 
paused a moment, a bit astounded. 
Then they whooped it up for Aimee, 
stared as she invited them to hit the trail 
to her revival meeting, and joyously 
cheered her to the echo. Aimee, who 
doesn’t dance and doesn’t favor it and 
imbibes nothing stronger than orange 
juice, stood in the spotlight on the floor 
of two night clubs and addressed the 
throngs and was satisfied that she had 
brought a message to many persons 
she would not otherwise reach” (page 
10). 

Sister told the story at both clubs of 
the shepherd who had 99 sheep plus 
one that was lost. She was there after 
the sinner, the lost sheep. At the Coco- 
nut Grove she invited the band to play 
church music at her revival, and it 
came on Wednesday. 

Tuesday night's meeting featured a 
patriotic message which emphasized 
America’s Christian roots. Sister des- 
cribed her previous address to the Dill 
Pickle Club (atheists) in Chicago where 
she discovered, “They are simply like 
the young boy going past a graveyard 
at night whistling. Atheists are the first 
ones to call on God when they are hurt 
or when an automobile jack strikes 


their foot.” 

By the middle of the week Boston’s 
press was taking note of an unusual 
feature about the revival audiences. 
More men than women were attending 
the services which witnessed water 
baptisms and divine healings as well 
as conversions. 

Sister delighted reporters with her 
sermonic anecdotes, especially the 
account of her address at the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, Scotland. She had 
never before been heckled, but was 
warned that the students had a repu- 
tation for “razzing’ guest speakers. 
Once at the podium, before insults 
could begin, she commenced to pray. 
For nearly half an hour she prayed, 
while the students kept their heads 
bowed. Then she said, “Amen,” thanked 
the audience, and left the hall. She had 
delivered her sermon as a prayer. 

The evangelist told her life story 
Wednesday evening to an audience of 
17,000. “It was one of the finest meet- 
ings I've ever addressed,” she said 
afterwards. “Iam so happy. I guess that 
story about Boston being conservative 
and cold is only a myth. I have found

POWER AS NEVER BEFORE 


IN BAJA, MEXICO 


STREETS INFILTRATED. God’s grace 
and power are being manifested in a 
most unusual way, reports missionary 
Ludwig Mantei. Several missions teams 
from the U.S. have been involved in 
street evangelism, conducting services 
in the various villages of the Mexicali 
and Tijuana area. Young people as never 
before are accepting Jesus Christ as 
Savior. 

200 FIND CHRIST. Our 50-acre camp- 
site in the mountains was utilized during 
the summer months as a summer 
retreat center. To date, over 200 have 
been saved and many baptized in the 
Holy Spirit. 

HIGH TIDE OF ENTHUSIASM. Recent- 
ly, 15 pastors and 35 workers met in 
the Baja area. The tide of enthusiasm 
was at an all-time high. They are believ- 
ing God for a revival this year which will 
bring in a great harvest of souls. 

This past year several new churches 
were added in the Tijuana and the 

. Tacate area of Baja California. Most of 
the established churches are opening 
services in homes. These outreaches 
will continue to increase as more work- 
ers are trained. 

SHORT COURSES DOUBLE 
STRENGTH. The churches envision 
sending trained workers farther south 
into the mainland. The leaders are 
emphasizing short-term courses for 
new converts which will double the 
strength of the church. Next year, they 
will begin to send small teams into the 
needy areas of Mexico. 
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to prevail so that the gospel can go 
forth. 

SPURTS OF GROWTH. In 1982 there 
was an increase of 118 churches and 
meeting places over the previous year. 
In most communities this growth is 
mainly spontaneous, bursting from a 
hunger for God’s love. The Panamanian 
people continue to respond to the 
gospel. The harvest is indeed ripe. 

Loren reports: “I’m amazed at how 
often someone from a church goes to 


some other town and starts a ne\ 
church...usually in a home. There AR 
some planned efforts. But most are 
not. In one district, growth can be 
traced directly to a thriving discipleship 
program that emphasizes evangelism 

LIFE PRINCIPLES. The Church's under- 
standing of life principles is notable.

In spite of 
pressure and internal difficulties in 
some parts of the country, the Church 
in China continues alive and well. 

SOME FACE OPPOSITION. Chinese 
youth now account for nearly 75% of 
the Christian population in China. A year 
ago, the New China News Agency 
reported that the Communist Youth 
League had been instructed by China's 
Central Committee to completely re- 
develop its program in order to “prevent 
the continuing exodus of youth who are 
entering the Christian Church.” Many 
of these new Christians face peer 
pressure, family restrictions and oppo- 
sition. They need our prayers. 


MUTE WOMAN RECEIVES 
SPEECH IN SOUTH KOREA 


“SIGNS FOLLOWING.” Several mira-

Conrad. An alcoholic woman attended 
one of the services. After she acknow- 
ledged Jesus as her Lord, there was a 
visible change. Many nonbelievers came 
to know the Lord as a result. 

A woman who was mute for over two 
years, and another woman with a sto- 
mach problem, were completely healed 
following prayer. 

In one of the churches in the country, 
one of the members ’ little daughters lay 
dying one night. The pastor was called 
to her bedside, and after strong prayer, 
the child was made completely whole. 

OPERATION BASE. A major goal and 
desire of the Foursquare Church in 
Korea is to establish a central church 
and training program in each major city. 
From these bases of operation, the 
surrounding villages will be reached with 
the full-gospel message. Thus, there 
will be an established beachhead in 
Korea for further evangelistic efforts 
into the surrounding countries of North 
Korea, Japan, China and Manchuria. 
Presently we have 12 growing churches. 

SPIRITUAL WARFARE. Pat Conrad 
shares, “We face the work of the enemy 
in ancestral worship, Buddhism and 
Shamanism. These are deeply en- 
trenched in the Korean people and have 
been for centuries. It will take much 
teaching, prayer and spiritual ministry 
to overcome them with the truth of 
Scripture.”

“Contrary to popular opin- 
ion, the profoundly disabled are 
people in the very truest sense 
of the word. For the most part, 
they are as helpless as young 
children. But because they are 
real people, they deserve a life 
as enriched as a young child’s 
life. Many have bodies as 
limited as that of a feeble 
grandmother. But because they 
are people, they deserve to be 
treated with all the respect that 
an aging feeble grandmother 
deserves. 

“ue heard people say the 
disabled ought to be killed 
when they are born. Many 
people think of them as sub- 
human; they give them names 
such as ‘retardo.’ Society hides 
the handicapped because peo- 
ple are uncomfortable with 
them. But there are real 
people—fully and completely 
human—living inside those very 
limited ‘houses.’ 

“Name-calling labels, discrim- 
inates, and makes people sub- 
human. Take the unborn baby. 
We call him a ‘fetus’ to make 
him subhuman so we can 
commit murder. The original 
census of the United States 
counted the blacks as 3/5 of a 
person; this made them sub- 
human so they could be 
branded and enslaved. Hitler 
regarded the Jews as subhu- 
man, calling them ‘kikes’ so 
they could be put in concentra- 
tion camps. 

“But the profoundly disabled 
are people; a very real person 
lives there. And this very real 
person ts going to be resur- 
rected someday. He will have a 
body jusi like Jesus, a body 
without limitations....” 


I would dare to say the above 
statement is made by a man 
who knows what he is talking 
about. Handicapped by Learn- 
ing Disability (formerly labeled 
“neurologically handicapped,” 
the result of brain damage 
which causes learning prob- 
lems) as a child, in 6th grade 
Fred Reed was reading at a 2nd 
grade level. 

Today, the neurological! exa- 
miner is amazed that this same 
Fred Reed holds a dearee from 
LIFE Bible College, Los 
Angeles, C alifornia; a Bachelor 
of Science Deare e and a Master 
of Arts Degree from California 
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Polytechnic University, Pom- 
ona, California; operated a 
school for the handicapped for 
14 years; serves as the pastor of 
the Los Serranos Foursquare 
Church, Chino, California; is a 
chaplain at Lanterman State 
Hospital; and is a speaker and 
author. 


Attack at Birth 


Life itself seemed to cruelly 
attack Fred the very first min- 
ute he was born. At delivery, he 
did not breathe. (It is imperative 
that an infant receive oxygen to 
the brain immediately upon 
birth, or brain damage, then 
death, ensues.) The doctor was 
regretfully ready to pronounce 
the obvious. But Fred’s father, 


a minister of the Foursquare 
Gospel, unwilling to accept 
death, laid his hand on the tiny 
head, and made an earnest 
entreaty to God for the life of 
his child. Abruptly, the child’s 
lungs filled with air and Fred 
gave a resounding cry. God had 
given precious life. 

But a short two years later 
came another curious incident 
which may also have contrib- 
uted to brain damage. An evan- 
gelist and pastor of the.Racine, 
Wisconsin, Foursquare Gospel 
Church, Fred’s father, Rev. 
F.M. Reed, had been pleading 
to God for a miracle on account 
of the small crowds. God ans-

“I was 12 years old, 
and it made a very radical dif- 
ference in my life. i ceased to be 
excessively afraid of being bul- 
lied by children my own age as | 
had previously, so I no longer 
felt the need to only play with 
children younger than me. I also 
stopped retreating intc a heavy 
daydreaming world. My stutter- 
ing ceased, although I did have 
a prolonged speech defect. 
There was just a tremendous 
emotional healing!” 


Surgeon Amazed 


God had done His work. 
Fred went back to public 
school, maintained an average 
grade throughout high school, 
and went on to LIFE Bible Col- 
lege. At age 32, Fred was exam- 
ined by a neurosurgeon. lhe 
verdict?: “The patient has had 
left cerebral damage as a child. 
He has made an amazing rec- 
overy. The patient has almost 
normal speech now, and appar- 
ently had a severe speech 
defect in the past. No treatment 
is necessary. The patient has 
adjusted extremely well to his 
disability.” 

It was while teaching neuro- 
logically handicapped children 
at a Christian day school that 
Fred decided to dedicate his life 


to working with those who have 
various forms of neurological 
disabilities. Thus, he established 
and headed the Pilgrim School 
for the Neurologically Handi- 
capped for 14 years at Clare- 
mont, California. Grades kin- 
dergarten through high school 
were given the same individual- 
ized care Fred had received 
when he was young. The school 
started with 7 students and rose 
into the 40’s for a number of 
years. The high success with 
the students was most 
gratifying. 

After serving part-time as 
chaplain at both Fairview 
(Costa Mesa, California) and 
Lanterman (Pomona, Califor- 
nia) State Hospitals, Fred is 
now a full-time chaplain at Lan- 
terman State Hospital. He holds 
Sunday services, recruits volun- 
teers for those services, minis- 
ters to parents, holds funerals, 
provides a Bible study for 
employees, presides at cere- 
monial functions such as open: 
ing the special olympics in 
prayer, and arranges special 
occasion ecumenical services 
on holidays. 


Human, Too 


“But over any other duty,” 
emphasizes Fred, “the respon- 
sibility of the chaplain is to gua- 
rantee that institutionalized 
people have the right to reli- 
gious freedom according to the 
U.S. constitution. In fact, the 


very presence of a chaplain at a 
state hospital for the profoundly 
disabled is the strongest state- 
ment a state can make that 
these people are human beings. 
And the Church has a respon- 
sibility to these people because 
they are people in the truest 
sense of the word.” 

Fred points to I Corinthians 
12:22 which reads, “Much more 
those members of the body, 
which seem to be more feeble, 
are necessary” (KJV). 

“T don’t know why the pro- 
foundly disabled person is 
necessary to the world,” admits 
Fred, “but I know why they are 
necessary to the Church. Being 
a part of the Body of Christ, 
they have something to offer. 
And what they have to offer is a 
tremendous, uninhibited ability 
to give love. 

“T Corinthians 13 speaks of 
love as being the greatest of all. 
You and I wear masks. If some- 
one asks how we are feeling, we 
say “Fine” even though we have 
a headache. But the profoundly 
disabled doesn’t wear a mask; if 
he is miserable, you know it. 
But if he is appreciative, you 
know it. He has an uninhibited 
ability to give love.” 


Disabled to Serve 


In a letter Fred sends to pas- 
iors introducing them to his 
volunteer ministry, he writes, “I 
originally thought in terms of 
the volunteers ministering to 
the clients, but it just may be 
the other way around.” A 
thought-provoking viewpoint, 
Fred firmly believes that devel- 
opmentally disabled people and 
the chaplain are in the hospital 
to serve the greater Christian 
community—“and to serve 
them well” he adds. 

“If the humanistic organiza- 
tion called ‘State Government’ 
values the lives of these peo- 
ple,” shares Fred, “how much 

nore ought the Church to 
value the lives of these people 
who are profoundly disabled 
and handicapped in other 
ways.”

Each year, LIFE Bible College students, 
_ in cooperation with the Office of Student 
Services, participate in a weekend 
evangelistic outreach in the towns and 
‘villages of northern Mexico. 
- On May 20-21, 60 students and several 
faculty members visited local churches 
and prisons, played a local basketball 
team, and ministered to hundreds of 
children, preaching and sharing the Good 
News of Jesus Christ. For many students, 
it was their first opportunity to reach the 
lost in another culture. 

This year's ministry was expanded 
fourfold by splitting the group into four 
ministry teams to travel to different areas 


in northern Mexico. The local Christians 
and students alike were greatly 
encouraged as many people responded to 
the Lord Jesus and received new LIFE in 
Him. 

LIFE Bible College student, Kari 
Hathaway, summarized her outreach 
experience: “| certainly grew from the 
Mexico trip! | felt released to minister in 
whatever way God showed me to touch 
the people for Him. Yes, | was 
inadequate—! could barely speak 
Spanish—yet God used me.’ 

God has His LIFE imbedded in every 
believer, If it is given an opportunity, it will 
burst out and create LIFE. Not that we are 
sufficient in ourselves, but we have a 
treasure in earthen vessels through which 
the power of God might be displayed.

Rev. Frank Joseph Ziegler, one of the 
first Foursquare missionaries ever sent to 
spread the gospel, went to be with the 
Lord on June 9, 1983, after living a full 78 
years. An extraordinary man very dedica- 
ted to the South African people, Rev. 
Ziegler was active in ministry right up’ to 
the week before his death. 

Rev. Ziegler and his wife, Dorothy, sailed 
as pioneer Foursquare missionaries to 
South Africa in 1929. (The day they arrived, 
their eldest son, Lewis, was born!) They 
first went to the Butterworth area. As they 
were walking down the street, a man, Mr. 
Span, stopped them. He told them he had 
been praying for missionaries to come, 
and the Lord had shown him the faces of 
the Zieglers in a vision! When he saw the 
Zieglers, he knew the Lord had answered 
his prayer. 

After several years, they moved to the 
Willowvale area and established a mission 
station. From this beginning, the gospel 
spread through that Transkei area and 


today many churches dot that land. — 

The Zieglers were blessed with 
children. Their son, Lewis, now leads tt 
ministry in the Transkei. Emegene, 
‘oldest daughter, also served as a missio: 
ary in this land until her death last yea 
Another daughter, Darlene, married 
sionary Jack Anderson, and they prese i 
minister in Bolivia, South America. Bern 
dine, their third daughter, lives in 
London, South Africa. 

In his last letter to the Department « 
Missions International written on May % 
Rev. Ziegler told of his delight in par 
cipating in the 1982 International Conve 
tion at Angelus Temple. He proudly carfie 
the South African flag in the March « 
Flags, and received his 50-Year Pin con 
memorating his many years of services 
Rev. Ziegler spoke of the beautiful choiri 
lovely buildings, glittering lights and th 
good sermons. 

He then wrote, speaking of the minists 
in South Africa, “Here we go out to ee 
and every branch.
